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PREFACE  ,     . 

Airports,  the  saying  goes,  are  good  business  partners  but  poor 
neighbors.  The  external  costs  of  air  travel  —  noise,  air  pollution, 
and  congestion  —  are  too  often  borne  by  individuals  ^^^ho  do  not 
directly  benefit  from  air  travel  activity'-.  Hence,  the  need  for  a 
critical  examination  of  the  airport  environment  and  the  allocation 
and  incidence  of  these  undersirable  side-effects.  This  bibliography 
is  designed  to  provide  the  technical  researcher  xd-th  information 
sources  on  the  economic  aspects  of  airport  environmental  problems. 
Most  of  the  information  contained  in  this  paper  has  been  drawn  from 
professional  books  and  journals,  and  government  documents  and  re- 
ports. Most  of  the  information  contained  here  also  falls  under  the 
general  rubric  of  benefit-cost  analysis  or  cost-effectiveness  ana- 
lysis. Finally,  while  noise,  air  pollution,  and  congestion  are 
treated  as  separate  categories  for  analysis,  this  is  not  to  deny 
the  general  interdependence  of  these  factors  in  the  management  of 
the  environment. 
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
